Speakers for McGill were Horace 
Baugh a.-..-; Solomon SaU. while 
Malcolm Wilkie and Arthur Ndrth- 
rupp argued the negative side for 
the Crimson. Harvard's professor 
Bruce C. Hopper waa chairman. 

Satz opened the affirmative ar- 
gument, saying that the world is 
divided into two camps: those who 
believe in racial self-interest a.-.d 
those who favor international co- 
cperattan. Citing facts from his- 
tory, he attempted to demonstrate 
the evil influence of British ar.d 
American domination through eco- 
nomic power ar.d the principle of 
e2 - _-a-tern:or.al;:y.

Japan, and that the "prestige" 
which we are s'.nvin^ to preserve 
there is a'.reacv lost, since we havç 
broken the nine-power pact and let 
Japan run rough-ihod oi'er our so- 
ca'.'.eo. "rights."

Ln a speech at the Canadian Club 
recently Dr. Heilperia expressed 
h.s b.:l.i?: that Canada would be of 
rr.a:or imporjr.es in the present 
ear iue to her large resources and 
her vast industrial capacity. Ea 
feuis that this country will be a 
jreat asset -.0 Britain as a store- 
itouse far removed from ail hos- 
tilities. He pointed out -.hat thii 
is not an advantage possessed by 
Germany. 

On U.S.A. Embargo. 

Dr. Heilperin feels that repeal of 
the United States embargo will also 
be a help to Great Britain because 
she has the $ash with which to pay 
for supplies and because she will 
not be required to send her ships 
to more distant lands and through 
sea-routes mace dangerous by the 
presence of German submarines. 

At the end of the war, said Dr. 
Heilperin, the democratic coun- 
tries will be duty bound to re- 
organise the world's commerce in 
order to form a co!lective-*ecunty 
system and thus forestall future 
aggression.

Frôni the facts ol these statements We 
can see no reason for doubt on the decision. 
Three universities have taken this decision 
and governed themselves accordingly. 
While McGill, the one other, has not yet 
departed from the proposed plan, still they 
wish to do so. 

The McGill baily seems to be suffer- 
ing from a misunderstanding. A few weeks 
ago. the editorial columns of that paper 
contained a statement to the effect that 
Mr. E. A. MacDonald, secret ary -treasurer 
of the Students' Administrative Council 
here, had handed out the final ultimatum 
concerning -the non-travelling of the Var- 
sity band. Wo would correct this misre- 
presentation and say that Mr. E. A. Mac- 
Donald, as secretary-treasurer of the 
S.A.C., submitted the report of the meeting 
of the Hoard of Reference, and that the 
members of the Students' Administrative 
Council acted upon this report, Mr. Mac- 
Donald didn't say that the University of 
Toronto band would not travel.

We appreciate The Varsity's stand on

In the first place, there is absolutely 
no uncertainty on our pan: we merely ask- 
1 ed The Varsity to discover for us what the 
student body at Toronto thought— whether 
our Band would be welcome or not al- 
though other Canadian colleges have de- 
cided not to send theirs. 

In spite of the decision of the Can- 
adian Intercollegiate Athletic Union Con- 
cerning excursions, parades, and displays, we 
cannot see that universities are helping the 
national war effort merely by refusing to

onto students are only too aware. We sent 
Ito band to the McGRll game; the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario and Queen's Uni- 
'versity did not send their bands to the 
games in Toronto. And now the question 
arises as to the degree of welcome which 
the McGill Band would receive when the 
Bedmen meet Varsity on Toronto soil. 

The explanation for tiuE aliera'ion in 
the program of University bands has been 
given previously in our news columns. Stu- 
dent* on other campuses should be equally 
aware of it. because each university in the 
rugby schedule sent a representative to a 
meeting of the Board of Reference of the 
Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic Union 
held in Montreal on September 5. 

At that meeting, it was agreed that in 
view of conditions arising on account of 
itbe war, while intercollegiate athletics 
jsbould be continued as far as possible, ex- 
cursion, paradet aod displays should be 
eliminated. This decision was communi- 
cated to the Universities concerned. Those 
attending the meeting were: Dr. J. C. Simp- 
son of "McGill. president of the C.I.A.U.; 
9fe«or T. R. Loudon of the University 
Toronto., vice-president; Dr. John Orr 
of Queen's University, secretary; and Pro- 
fessor JN. C. Hart of the University of 
Weatern Ontario. 

On September 2fi, the secretary of the 
University of Toronto Athletic Association 
COmwunicated with the other three athletic 
association secretaries (at McGill, Queen's, 
and the University of Western Ontario) to 
,en*uxe that this was their understanding. 

On October 3 J. H. Crocker, director 
of physical education at the University of 
•Western Ontario, replied : "It is understood 
among us that our band will not make any 
trips; this ycai and there will be no organ- 
ised ditplays. Professor Hart agrees that 
this is what the athletic directorate recom- 
mended". 

On October 4, Mr, Charles #iek£, 



our Students' Executive Council's stand on 
i this matter in favour of the trip. On the 
other hand, now that wf realize that the 
Toronto Students' Administrative Council 
would prefer our Band not to come inas- 
much as its appearance might cause grave 
embarrassment to the University authori- 
ties, we accept the fact that it is inadvisable 
for them to make the usual trip. 

The second point is that at no time 
did the president of the McGill Council 
voice an official opinion that "he and the 
majority of the members of the Council 
are in favour of our keeping the Band at 
home this year." No official opinion was 
expressed by the Council until its meeting 
of October 11. a week ago today, when it 
agreed that the Band should play at the 
Varsity game as usual, if its presence 
would be welcomed by the University of 
Toronto. 

So no college bands will travel this 
year. This fact we regret deeply, but voice 
the hope that in no distant future they, no 
less than the teams themselves, will he 
travelling once more to "distant gridirons", 
not compelled to confine their musical ef- 
forts to their own ground* belli cai/ta.

MKIW'AI. M ONOMIOS. 

Today Canada Is fneing a prob- 
lem regarding the distribution of 
fnedirnl eare which she shares with 
runny other of the civilised nations 
In the world. It la well-known that, 
with the increasing costs of medi- 
cal service, Ihe individual is find- 
ing It more nnd more difficult lo 
finance Ihe cost of a lengthy illness. 
Those In the low Income groups 
and of the middle class, whose in- 
come and standard of living do not 
allow Ihem to put anything n.vay 
for a rainy day, particularly are af- 
fec-ted it should be recognized al 
Ihe outset, arirl is by most, that ade- 
quate medical enre should be equal- 
ly available lo every person, be he 
a beggar or a munitions magnate 
Under the present method of ad- 
ministering medical care such is 
not possible. The problem is to 
find a method which will fulfil the 
above principle. 

Some indication should be given 
regarding what Is considered as 
"adequate" medical care. Dr. Flem- 
ing, Dean of this University, in a 
recent address Indicated that at 
least three factors existed at pres- 
ent which prevented medical care 
from being adequate. Firstly, med 
leal care was not adequate if the 
economic barrier raised when the 
individual sought relief from an ill- 
ness was loo great to hurdle. Tho 
financial question probably is the 
most important one which has to 
be dealt with. Then, if medical care 
is to be adequate, there should be 
no difficulty In the patient being 
able to contact the doctor. In this 
country, which is so sparsely set- 
tied in parts, this becomes a real 
problem. Lastly, presupposing that 
adequate medical care is available 
to everyone, the public must be 
educated to take advantage of this 
service In the beat way possible. 

It is enlightening to consider for 
a moment what is being done in 
other countries regarding the prop- 
er distribution of medical care, In 
Australia the government has 
worked out a National Health In- 
surance Scheme which, however, 
did not meet with the approval of 
the medical profession. The chief 
objections to the plan were that the 
medical profession was not repre- 
sented on the Commission which 
was to control the administration of 
the scheme, and that the unemploy- 
ed were not to benefit from the 
plan. Recently the government has 
shelved the whole plan because of 
the military crisis and the consid- 
erable opposition to the plan in the 
country. 

In New Zealand the medical as- 
sociation there has submitted to 
the government a plan for a Com- 
pulsory Health Insurance Scheme, 
but this plan has not received much 
attention, although it presents a 
method whereby everyone will re- 
ceive adequate medical care. South 
Africa ts considering adoption of a 
Compulsory Health Insurance 
scheme, but so far nothing definite 
has been done. 

Now we come to a consideration, 
of what our own country is doing 
to solve this problem of adequate 
medical care. Twice in the last two 
years the problem of state medicine 
has been discussed in the House of 
Commons. Concerning the attitude 
of the federal government in this 
matter, the Hon. C. G. Power, for- 
mer Minister of Pensions and Na- 
tional Health, said, "State Medi- 
cine, as such, will not. for some 
time, be generally accepted by the 
Canadian people. But 1 also ieel 
lhat some form of Contributory 
Health Insurance will have to be 
studied; and not only studied, bur 
put into operation in conjunction 
and co-operation with the provinces 
before very long " 

On looking at the provinces, one 
ilnds that they have not been in- 
active. British Columbia, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan have already 
adopted measures of a health in- 
surance character. Voluntary hos- 
pital insurance schemes are work- 
ing very well in the western prov- 
inces. By means of these, one can 
obtain hospital care for himself and 
family at as low » rate as one dol- 
lar per month. That such a scheme 
is popular one can prove by say- 
ing that in Manitoba ten thousand 
people subscribod to such a plan in 
three mouths. Contributory 
schemes, under which the fund for 
medical services U provided by de- 
ductions from payroll, are operating 
successfully ui iome largo Indus- 
tral organizations. Free choice ot 
doctor is allowed In such plans. In 
some sections of Saskatchewan one 
finds that the plan ot a Municipal 
doctor has been adopted. In this 
scheme the municipality or county 
concerned pays the doctor an an- 
nual salary la return for the medi- 
cal services he renders in that coun- 
ty. Such a system is practicable 
in sparsoly settled areas where oth- 
erwise no doctor would be induced 
to go and set up practice, it lends 
to make medical care more easily 
available. 

From the above discussion one 
can see that several methods of 
group medical care arc being trieci 
out in litis country. Meanwhile 
there are- many thousands over the 
land, who are not receiving lite 



medical care to which they are en- 
titled. Sooner or later some .stan- 
dardized scheme will have to be 
adopted whereby everyone will be 
taken care of. The medicnl profes- 
•ion should be consulter] freely con- 
cerning the type of medical care to 
be provided and should have a defi- 
nite voice in the administration of 
this care. If the profession con- 
tinues to take an active interest in 
medical economics, it will be as- 
sured of representation in the ad- 
ministration of any plan. 



IDI7 Poll Rhowed Student* In 
Favor nf Preparedness 

Hanover, N.H-Th" straw vote 
which The Dartmouth held on the 
question Of pre pi rerlne,,; r , n March 
H. 1917, dréw a record number of 
student ballots. Almost SO per cent, 
of the undergraduate body voted. 
The stand which they took in gen- 
eral justified war against G«rmany. 
but was nearly 5-1 against an actual 
declaration. They were strongly in 
favor of compulsory universal mili- 
tary training, and overwhelmingly 
(58:M43> in favor of the immediate 
establishment of an optional mili- 
tary training unit under the direc- 
tion of the War Department. Only 
3« per cent., or less than 300, in- 
dicated they would enlist if war 
were declared "under present cir- 
cumstances " 

Regln Training Course. 

The straw vote t<*st was succeed- 
ed by a test in fact wlvsn on March 
lft the trustees voted to install a 
course In miltary training into the 
Colege curriculum, rt was announc- 
ed that application would be made 
to the War Department as soon as 
the required 100 enlistments had 
been secured, and that, although 
election of the course was to be 
purely voluntary, and no academic 
credit v/ould be given, volunteers 
would be required to complete the 
course in order to get a degree. En- 
listing began that same evening. 



That the students tended to hold 
the jtep of putting their names on, 
the enlistment rolls as something 
quite different from marking fa), 
(tit', or (c> to indicate their hypo- 
thetical reaction to a hypothetical 
situation, even when it was as elos<t 
as military preparedness wa« irr 
March, 1917. was indicated by th<» 
■lOWneta with which they enlisted 
for the new course in military train, 
ing. At the end of three days, ir» 
spite of the fact that S83 had voted: 
in favor of immediate optional mili- 
tary training in the straw vote, th« 
total enlistment was 170: S3 fresh- 
men. SI sophomores, M juniors, 20 
seniors. . 

Enllaters Are fflogglah. 

The step towards preparedness 
had been taken; it was now gener- 
ally believed that war was inevit- 
able, and there was a feeling of ac- 
tual alarm that Dartmouth was no* 
answering the call. The Dartmouth 
exerted all the pressure it could in 
editorials and front-page, boxes 
"For The Benefit of SLACKERS." 
Finally, The Dartmouth announced 
the Hon. George W. Wickersham, 
famous preparedncs advocate, was 
coming to speak at Hanover "at tha 
urgent request of the College ad- 
ministration. Enlistments in tho 
battalion have been so disappoint- 
ing that this measure was deter- 
mined upon to rouse the sluggish 
attitude of the undergraduates on 
the necessity of preparedness."

Cambridge. Mass.— Troubled po- 
litical conditions in the world 
nave brought a host of foreign stu- 
dents to the Committee on the Use 
of English this year, according to 
'TTOCiHy H -ClotidT-SecTeta£>Llu the 
Committee. 

ir. past years Cloud and the Com- 
mittee have had only about four 
or live struggling foreigners re- 
questing aid for their English, but 
this year the number has grown to 
twenty. These students come from 
the Far Eas:. Europe, ami South 
America. 

••Some are in the kindergarten 
stage and others are extremely ad- 
vanced; all are. serious in their 
work The diff.cult.c-s of a Chinese 
I studying German in e class con- 
' ducted ir. Engllah arc terrific/' 
Cloud points out. 

Because of the varied nationali- 
ties and languages of his students, 
he can not give group course/ in 
English. Cloud had to adopt the 
system of giving individual instruc- 
tion to each foreigner. Coupled 
with a 100 per cent, increase in 
American students who have been 
reported for faulty English this 
year, this new influx of foreigners 
into Holyoke 18 has produced great 
activity for the Committee. 

Because of the experience of the 
Committee during the past few 
years, all transfer students are re- 
quired to take the anticipatory ex- 
amination for English A. The Com- 
mittee has found that despite the 
satisfactory scholastic records of 
the transfers, many of them have 
trouble with the language. 

According to the Committee 
figures, seven ol the ten students 
who had escaped English A and 
were reported for faulty English, 
had transferred from some other 
institution.

In (his book, GalliCU lakes his leave 
61 sports writing after spending a 
decade from bcrhpsey'a fight with 
Firpo up to the last Olympic games, 
and sels dowtUhuj impressions ot 
the greats bi this era m a ityl* 
that we think is topi In sports 
writing.

Each chapter of the book Is 
devoted to one particular per- 
son, and while not a short bio- 
graphy, it is a very clear, con- 
cise picture of the athlete, or 
game as Galileo saw them. 
Especially good is his chapter 
on Babe Ruth. Much has been 
written and spoken about Ruth, 
but for a vivid word picture of 
baseball's gveateal player, we 
don't think anyone has written 
anything better than Galileo.

Also, it w ill surprise anyone who 
reads • Farewell to Sport'' that there 
is so much sk illduggery in so- 
called amateur athletics and even 
in professional sport circles Per- 
haps the best chapters illimlrating 
this are the ones in which he ex- 
poses ifor about the 2,000th timet 
college football and tennis, and of 
course, the boxing racket However, 
boxing seems to be a bit belter as 
it has never made any pretense of 
being anything but w hat it is. I.e. a 
business for the sole purpose of 
gelling money from the paying 
public by any means possible.

Not that there aren't any 
sorry chapters in the annals of 
the ring. All one has lo do to 
realize this is to recall the 
career of Primo Camera who 
barnstormed around the States 
for years, finally becoming the 
heavyweight champion of the 
world. Today Camera hasn't a 
cent, but his managers are by 
no means poor. And as for 
tennis and college football, 
Gsllico hasn't a good word to 
ssy for each of them. Every- 
one knows what has happened 
to football in the States, while 
tennis has developed more first- 
xlass snobs than did the boom 
dsys of the twenties.

However, aU this doesn't mean 
GaLico is a cynic regarding 
all sports~~iÛ3C^~ôtfe^«t£s^___For in- 
stance, the chapter on Bobby 
Jones. In it, Jones is depicted as 
s real champion, and a gentleman 
as well. It is paradoxical that 
champions are usually about the 
meanest specimens of humanity that 
one can run across, but Jones is the 
exception, having a real sensc^ of 
humor and is a gentleman as well.

On the whole, this book is 
well written "and gives the 
reader a complete picture of 
what Gallico calls tne golden 
era of f ports in a very interest- 
ing manner. Every phase of 
sports is taken up in detail and 
even though one isn't an ardent 
sport fan, it is a very easy 
book to read and well worth 
anyone's time.

Progressive relaxation drills and 
facial exercises are stressed In the 
treatment of speech defects. The 
muscles of the lips, tongue, and pal- 
ate nre strengthened by these drills 
Exercises are given to change the 
use of the left or right hand if 
necessary. ' 

14 Enrolled 

"The speech clinic now has 14 
pupils," Professor Meeks said. 

"It is interesting to note," he said, 
"that the number of men who stut- 
ter usually outnumber the women 
five to one, but I find that here the 
number of men and women with 
this defect are about equal." 

Physical health and mental hy- 
giene are important factors in 
speech re-education. Building up 
the health is vital to the correction 
of the defect. 

"The only other speech clinic in 
West Virginia is conducted by Miss 
Fannie Davis in Kanawha county," 
Professor Mecks said. 

The speech clinic at the Univer- 
sity was started by Prof. James B. 
Lowther four years ago, and has 
proved to be a popular course with 
public speaking majors and others 
interested in correcting speech dif- 
ficulties.

MODERNIZATION Or WIND 
TUNNEL CONTINUES HERE. 

Norman, Okla. — Twenty-five 
thousand dollars spent in remodel 
ling the university's wind tunnel 
would make the campus the most 
important testing center for com- 
mercial aircraft in the United 
States, Lawrence H. Cherry, in- 
structor in mechanical engineering, 
believes. 

In a world suddenly in need of 
unlimited numbers of military air 
craft and in a nation that is rapid 
ly promoting a vast program for 
making its civilians air-conscious, 
Cherry sees the university wind 
tunnel as a project that would eas- 
ily place the university, ahead in 
one field of science. 

Cherry, who spent the summer in 
the employ of a Pacific coast air 
craft company and at the Califor 
nia Institute of Technology, pointed 
out Friday that only four campuses 
in the country have the facilities 
which can be developed here. 

"At the California Tech the wind 
tunnel is in use nearly 24 hours of 
the day, and the students there are 
getting training which will insure 
them top position* in the world's 
fastest growing industry— airplane 
manufacture," Cherry said. 

Since the tunnel was completed 
four years ago. its importance as a 
laboratory has grown steadily. 
Within a few months students from 
colleges throughout the southwest 
will visit the campus to study wind 
dynamics as part of their Civil 
Aeronautics authority pilot training 
program, CherTy said.

HOOTON PLANS WAR TO BENE- 
FIT MANKIND WHICH WOULD 
BE rOTJGHT BY MISFITS. 



Cambridge, Mass.— "Regiments of 
schizophrenics, paranoiacs and 
manic-depressives" would have to 
fight in a real "war to end war" ac- 
cording to an article written by 
Earnest A. Hooton, professor of An- 
thropolo?y. 

His plan for a war in which 
"mankind might derive a biological 
benefit" requires that the minimum 
age limit for service should be set 
at 45 years. Professor Hooton also 
adds that he would send out the 
statesmen and diplomats that make 
wars "to lead reconnoitring par- 
ties, as did the late Genera! Werner 
von Pritsch." 

The article follows the lines of his 
latest book, "Twilight of Mankind," 
which sets forth his thesis that man 
is declining. While writing for the 
Associated Press. Professor Hooton 
made the statement, "The masters 
of our destiny are too wise to con- 
duct a war on the lines I have laid 
down." 

He • adds the final denunciation 
that "the attest and best of the na- 
tions are sent out to be killed, and 
the trash stay at home to breed 
more trash and plan more wars." It 
is in answer to this situation that 
Professor Hooton would send both
